CODDLING PRISONERS 
Although many of the stories now iii circulation are 
false, it seems to be true that we are treating captured 
Germans with a gentle consideration that is in marked 
contrast with the way the Nazis have treated many of 
our men. 
In a series of news-eoiumn articles received by the 
Times-Mirror from NEA Service it was reported how 
German prisoners are treated and fed at Fort Devens, 
Mass., where it would appear that they are particularly 
well contented; and the special situation that controls 
volunteers in Italian Service Units was explained. 
Provost Marshal General Lerch offers three argu­ 
ments in justification of tile excellent care we give to 
these prisoners: 
First, he says that International Red Cross agents 
report that, up to the time the Reich be gall falling apart 
under General Eisenhower’s blows, the Nazis were living 
up to their Geneva Convention obligations toward Am­ 
ericans and Britishers, however cruelly they treated 
other nationalities. 
Second, he says that word of our kindness toward 
prisoners, reaching German troops, caused them to sur­ 
render more readily and thus saved Allied lives. 
And finally, he points out that the (Ionova Convention 
is the supreme law of the land, and until it is amended 
he is duty-bound to administer it unwaveringly. 
There seems to be very strong evidence that the 
Nazis, iii many instances at least, were not living up to 
their Convention commitments even before we crossed 
the Rhine—that, in many cases, our men were not get­ 
ting either the food or the treatment that General Lerch 
was told they were getting. 
On the other hand, there is evidence that, up to re­ 
cently at least, we could have been considerably more 
strict with our prisoners-of-war without offending tile 
Geneva Convention and still have made captivity more 
attractive than belligerency to any German but a rabid 
party-man. 
But while American prisoners in Germany did not 
get full benefit of Geneva Convention rights, it seems 
that they really were better fed, treated better, in gen­ 
eral, than any pnsoners except perhaps Britons. There 
is evidence that our surrender propaganda did fall on 
more willing ears because we were, perhaps, over-kind 
to prisoners, and thereby more of our sons, husbands, 
brothers, friends will come home. 
It may well be that General Lerch’s policy has been 
the sound one. 


SLIPPERY CUSTOMER 
There have been suggestions that Herr von Papen, 
who went to his hunting lodge to await capture, might 
b e used to form a post-Hitler government for the Reich. 
That idea indicates either lamentable ignorance of Von 
Papen or a shockingly low idea of Allied intelligence. 
Whatever his relations with Hit!* r, Von Papen al­ 
ways has been high in that Junker group that is willing 
to fight a dozen wars, if necessary, to lay all Europe 
waste, including Germany, to commit any atrocious act, 
in order that the Hun eventually may rule the world. 
He is a slimy, slippery customer. 
It would be hard to 
find any other German less desirable.

TF THE commission follows the

try to include listeners inside as 
w ell as outside prim ary service 
areas the job will be at least 
doubled. 
W hat’s behind it all is the study, 
scheduled for the near future, of

50,000 watts. At present, stations 
are prohibited from using more 
:han 50,000 watts. Fears have been 
expressed that too much power by 
one station would give it too wide 
coverage and would reduce com­ 
m ercial opportunities of competi­ 
tors.
